company's affairs are J. K. Judd of the 
Judd Paper company, A. W. Esteeclt of 
the Esteeck Paper company, and A. L. 
Green, an attorney. 


All three are residents of Holyoke. 
The offlaiala of the company main- 


tain that the concern will not be crip- 
pled if their losses do not exceed $40,- 
000. 
This sum wipes out the profit 


and loss account and from present in- 
dications it is not considered that the 
company is insolved. No 
statement 


h«H been placed on the mills. 


The assignment was made 
subse- 


quent to a sult'In an action of contract 
which was filed against 
Mr. Holley. 


An attachment was also placed against 
his property in Springfield. 


Mr. Holley, who is w^ell-known in the 


paper trade, was formerly president of 
the company but no longer connected 
with it. An expert examination of the 
books is being made. So far the only 
alleged Illegal transactions are those 
which mako up the 
$40,000. Beyond 


the Institution of the suit against Hol- 
Ipy no further step ban been takon. The 
company will continue to operate its 
mills under the direction of the trus- 
tees nnd a meeting of 
the creditors

Kaieg to the 23rd annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor re- 
assembled In Faneull Hall today to be- 
g-in the second wetk of their delibera- 
tions there wan no certainty that the 
end of the week would see the end of 
th&lr labora. More than 200 resolutions 
had yet to be acted upon, and that 
there would be ,'ong- debates on many 
tj-f these was quite 
probable. Again, 


there were reports of committees to 
be heard and the election of officers 
to be held with a possibility of contest. 
After the reet of yesterday the dele- 
gates were ready and eager for work 
when President Gompers called for or- 
der at 9 o'clock. 
Many delegates will 


leave for home by the middle of the 
Week, and they were anxious to have 
the important business disposed of be- 
fore their departure. 


The first brush of debate of the day

'Fall River Operatives May 


Submit to Cut Down 


By AinocUted Fre« to The Bun 


FALL, RIVER, Nov. 17.—A confer- 


mce without result favorable to the 
operatives waa held yesterday between 
delegates from the Textile Council and 
representatives of the executive com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion. 
The Textile Council asked 
on 


Saturday for a conference with the 
Manufacturers' 
association and were 


notified yesterday that they would be 
received by members of the executive 
committee in the afternoon. 


The delegates from the Textile Coun- 


cil made a vigorous protest against the 
announced Intention of the Manufac- 
turers to revive next Monday the wage 
schedule, which was in effect 
prior 


to 
March 17, 1902. It 
waa 
charged 


that the operatives had not received 
the customary 30-days notice of a cut- 
down and the labor representatives of- 
fered a counter-proposition less bur- 
densome to the operatives. 


The executive committee refused ab- 


oolutely to make any change in their 
plans. They said it was absolutely nec- 
•Bsary to cut down wages if the mills 
Hrere to be operated at a profit. 


They took occasion to say that the 


advance made in wages In 1902 was a 
mistake. The 
Textile 
Council 
held 


their meeting at their rooms following 
the conference and decided 
upon 
a 


proposition to be submitted to the var- 
ious unions 
when 
they 
meet 
to- 


night. 
The council will not, it 
Is 


understood, make any recommendation 
looking to a strike as it is considered 
probable tbat the 
individual 
unions 


will make the best of 
the situation 


vdthout a contest. 


At the conference the Textile Coun- 


cil was represented 
by 
Secretaries 


Jackson, 
Tansey, 
Taylor, 
O'Donnell 


and Wnitehcad. Secretary of the As- 
sociation Clarence M. Hathaway, Jas. 
Osborne and Nathaniel B. Borden were 
present *or the executive committee. 


The labor men were given ample op- 


portunity to state their plans for the 
relief of the situation. They 
argued 


that a cut down was unjust, unneces- 
sary and would not have the desired 
effect. 
Disapproval was 
strongly ex- 


pressed at the action of the manufac- 
turers in so suddenly announcing the 
cut-down in wages in violation, it Is 
claimed, of the clause that either party 
should give a 30-day notice before act-: 
ing upon so important a matter. 
i 


This matter was explained by the' 


executive committee on the ground of 
a difficulty Jn securing' 
a 
uniform 


agreement among the manufacturers. 
'• 


As a substitute for the plan proposed 


by the manufacturers the council dele- 
gates presented a plan for a curtail- 
ment by which all mills in New Eng- 
land would be operated only four days 
a week. 


This plan, the manufacturers abso- 


lutely refused 
to 
consider. 
They 


claimed that all the mills in New Eng- 
land considered a cut-down necessary 
and would follow out that plan. 


It was said that southern competi- 


tion was injuring 
the 
cotton 
mill 


business because of the cheapness of 
labor In the south as compared with 
labor in the north, and that a margin 
between raw material and finished pro- 
duct was too small to give a profit. 


It wa« declared by the mill owners 


that a mistake had been made two 
years ago when wages were advanced 
ten per cent, and that this step should 
never have been taken. 


The manufacturers refused to recon- 


sider their action and said that they 
were determined to put their plan into 
operation npxt Monday. 


At H. meeting of the Textile Council 


held last night the members realized 
thnt the manufacturers 
would 
not 


change their plans and after a discus- 
sion lasting1 an hour ,'ind A half it was 
voted to leave the whole matter en- 
tirely with the unions, 
meet ings 
of 


which will be held on Wednesday even- 
ing. 


It is not believed that a ntrike will 


be advised, but that rather a proposi- 
tion will be made to submit to the 
cut-down until a favorable opportun- 
ity is presented to secure a return to 
the present scale of wages.

The Charge Against Man 
Who Shot Two Persons 


By Associated Preai to The Bun 


BOSTON, Nov.' 17.—What from pres- 


ent appearances seems to' be a delib- 
erate attempt at a double murder took 
place.In the lodging house kept by a 
Mrs. Dunn, at 28 Upton street, abou' 
11.16 o'clock last night. 


One of the victims, James Norman 


Gavel, 62 yearn old, a married man liv- 
ing at 750 Tremont street, IB at the 
City hospital with scarcely any hope 
of his recovery. The second 
victim 


Annie Lewis, S2 years old, who has a 
room at the house where the shooting 
took place, Is also at the hospital, bul 
she la not considered as in a danger- 
ous condition. The man who it Is said 
did the shooting, John -W. White, 22 
years old, who gave the police his resi- 
dence as 4 Puritan avenue, is locked 
up at station 5 charged with assault 
with intent to kill. 


The affair is tc a certain 
extent 


shrouded in mystery, as there was no 
one who saw the shooting except the 
three persons Involved. It is paid that 
about a week ago White and the Lew- 
is woman who took a front room on the 
first floor, claiming, as the landlady 
said late last night, to be man and 
wife. Beyond this nothing is known 
of them, and all that is known up to 
the present time In regard 
to 
the 


shooting is what the landlady, Mrs. 
Dunn, told the police neither of the 
victims having elucidated the 
situa- 


tion. 


About 11.15 Mrs. Dunn heard 
three 


shuts fired In rapid succession- ftun- 
•ning out of the house for assistance, 
she found 
Patrolmen 
Campbell and 


Livingston of station 5. They at once 
hastened in and on entering the front 
room nocupied by the Lewis winian, 
found her leaning against the side of 
the alcove leading from the room. On 
the floor in the alcove lay Gavel, with 
a bullet wound in the abdomen near 
the navel and a second one in one' 
thigh. The Lewis woman had a bul-1 


let wound In the caJf of onb leg. The 
two wounded persons were hurried to 
the City hospital. 


Patrolmen Campbell and Livingston 


began an 
investigation. 
About 12 


o'clock, while they 
wore In a 
side 


room talking with Mrs. Dunn, the door 
bell rang and in walked a man badly 
under the Influence of liquor. As he 
entered the house- ho wns heard to say, 
"H'fl not my fault. I'm drunk." One 
of the lodgers, who was standing in the 
entry, recognized him as White, the 
man who in charged with the shootingr. 
Without saying anything to White the 
lodger stepped Into the room where the 
police were talking with Mrs. Dunn 
and told them. 


White was arrested and taken to the 


City hnsnltnl, whore he was fully Iden- 
tified by Gavel. He did not see the 
Lewie woman, as she was under the In- 
fluence of ether, the doctors operating 
upon her leg. 


White was thon taken to the Dedham 


street station, where he was locked up 
charged with assault with Intent to 
kill. Upon searching him no revolver 
was found In his pockets, but he had 
some 20 cartridges 
in 
one 
pocket 


which fitted a revolver that was found 
In the room where the shooting: took 
place. 


A singular fact is that when the po- 


;ico fouml the revolver it was 
fully 


ondfid, although II IH known to a cer- 
tainty that three shots at least were 
fired by White In the room. 


When questioned at the station by 


the police White said he had no knowl- 
edge of the shooting, saying that he 
did not remember anything that had 
occurred after 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ornnon.

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WILL NOUTRIKE 


Fall River Operatives May 


Submit to Gut Down 


By Associated Presi to The Bun 


FALL RIVER, Nov. 17.—A confcr- 


moe without result favorable to the 
operatives was held yesterday between 
delegates from the Textile Council and 
representatives of the executive com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion. The Textile Council asked 
on 


Saturday for a conference with the 
-Manufacturers' 
association and were 


notified yesterday that they would be 
received by members of the executive 
committee In the afternoon. 


The delegates from the Textile Coun- 


cil made a vigorous protest against tjie 
announced intention of the Manufac- 
turers to revive next Monday the wage 
schedule, which was in effect 
prior 


to March 17, 1902. It was charged 
tliat the operatives had not received 
,the customary SO-days notice of a cut- 
down and the labor representatives of- 
fered a counter-proposition less bur- 
densome to the operatives. 


The executive committee refused nh- 


solutely to make any change in their 
plans. They said it was absolutely nec- 
•Bsary to cut down wages If the mills 
Were to be operated at a profit. 


They took occasion to say that the 


advance made in wages In 1902 was a 
mistake. The 
Textile 
Council 
held' 


their meeting at their rooms following 
th* conference and derided 
upon 
a 


proposition to be submitted to the var- 
ious unions 
when 
they 
meet 
to- 


night. 
The council will 
not. 
it 
is 


understood, make any recommendation 
looking to a strike as it is considered 
probable that the individual 
unions 


•will make the best of 
the situation 


without a contest. 


At the conference the Textile Coun- 


ctl was represented 
by 
Secretaries 


Jackson, Tansey, Taylor, 
O'Donnell 


and Whitehead. Secretary of the Ag- 
•ociation Clarence M. Hathaway, Jas. 
Osborne and Nathaniel B. Borden were 
present for the executive committee. 


The labor men were given ample op- 


portunity to state their plans for the 
relief of the flituation. They argued 
that a cut down was unjust, unneces- 
sary and would not have the desired 
effect. 
Disapproval was 
strongly ex- 


pressed at the action of the manufac- 
turers in so suddenly announcing the 
cut-down in wages in violation, it Is 
claimed, of the clause that either party 
should give a 30-day notice before act- 
ing upon so important a matter. 


This matter was explained by the 


executive committee on the ground of 
a difficulty in securing 
a 
uniform 


agreement among the manufacturnrs. 


As a substitute for the plan proposed 


by the manufacturers the council dele- 
gates presented a plan for a curtail- 
ment by which all mills in New Kng- 
land would be operated only four days 
a week. 


This plan, the manufacturers abso- 


lutely refused 
to 
consider. 
They 


claimed that all the mills in New Eng- 
land considered a cut-down necessary 
and would follow out that plan. 


Tt was said that southern competi- 


tion was injuring 
the 
cotton 
mill 


business because of the cheapness of 
labor In the south as compared with 
labor in. the north, nnd thnt a margin 
between raw material and finished pro- 
duct was too small to give a profit. 


It was declared by the mill owners 


that a mistake had been made two 
years ago when wages were advanced 
ten per cent, and that this step should 
never have been taken. 


The manufacturers refused to recon- 


sider their action and said that they 
were determined to nut their plan into 
operation next Monday. 


At a meeting of the Textile Council 


held last night the members realized 
that the manufacturers 
would 
not 


change their plans and after a discus- 
sion lasting an hour ;ind a half it was 
voted to leave the whole matter en- 
tirely with the unions, 
meetings of 


which will be held on Wednesday even- 
ing. 


It is not believed that a strike will 


be advised, but that rather a proposi- 
tion will be mnde to submit to the 
cut-down until a favorable opportun- 
ity is presented to secure a return to 
the present scale of wages.

BOSTON. Nov. 17.—What from pren- 


eht appearances seems to be a delib- 
erate attempt at a double murder took 
place In the lodging; house kept by a 
Mrs. Dunn, at 28 Upton street, about 
11-16 o'clock last night. 


One of the victims, James Norman
